Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  die  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting.

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code  Section  2.11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1 , 3,  and  1 1 . The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.

1.  The  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  recently  released  its  Draft  Bicycle  Strategy, 
which  lays  out  an  aggressive  plan  to  upgrade  San  Francisco’s  bicycle  facilities.  It 
supports  biking  for  everyone,  including  seniors,  families,  and  persons  with  disabilities. 
However,  I am  hearing  growing  concerns  both  in  my  district  and  city-wide  about  the 
mismatch  between  verbal  commitments  to  better  bicycling  and  budget  realities. 

Currently,  bicycle  projects  account  for  just  0.46%  of  all  MTA  capital.  This  is  not  enough  to 
get  us  to  the  goals  laid  out  in  the  Bicycle  Strategy. 

How  will  you  fund  the  Bicycle  Strategy  to  make  San  Francisco  a national  leader  in 
bicycling  safety  and  use?

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1 ) persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Supervisors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
room;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Each  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
twice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2. 1 03  and  3. 1 00(7),  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  from  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1,  3,  and  11.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1.  According  to  the  2010  census,  35.6%  of  San  Franciscans  are  foreign  born  and  City 
residents  speak  more  than  28  different  languages.  Our  City’s  Language  Access 
Ordinance  has  been  in  effect  since  2009  to  make  sure  that  the  various  needs  of  this 
population  are  well  served.  Yet,  I am  aware,  from  feedback  from  community  groups,  that 
our  City  Departments  still  struggle  to  meet  the  language  needs  of  San  Francisco’s 
diverse  communities.  In  heavily  immigrant  populated  Districts,  like  the  Richmond,  It  is 
critical  that  our  City’s  services  have  the  ability  to  serve  all  of  our  residents  equitably.  I am 
particularly  concerned  that  our  first  responders  and  other  Tier  1 Departments  be  in 
compliance  with  the  Ordinance  and  recently  called  for  a hearing  to  examine  this  issue.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  your  office  is  doing  to  ensure  the  requirements  of  the  Language 
Access  Ordinance  are  fully  met?  (Supervisor  Mar,  District  1) 

2.  Mr.  Mayor,  my  office  recently  implemented  San  Francisco’s  first  pilot  program  in 
participatory  budgeting.  As  practiced  in  1,500  cities  around  the  world,  including  Chicago 
and  New  York  City,  participatory  budgeting  is  a direct  democratic  process  in  which 
residents  decide  how  to  spend  a portion  of  a public  budget,  which  leads  to  better  and 
fairer  decisions,  makes  government  more  accountable  and  efficient,  builds  community  in 
our  neighborhoods,  and  increases  public  confidence  in  how  our  city  works.  With  the 
partnership  of  the  Controller’s  Office  and  community  groups,  my  office  successfully 
managed  a process  that  included  collecting  ideas  proposed  by  residents,  winnowing 
implementable  projects,  and  a week  of  voting  at  locations  around  District  3.  This  year, 
my  hope  is  that  we  can  expand  our  participatory  budget  pilot  beyond  the  modest 
$100,000  of  funding  available  this  year,  which  represents  less  than  1/70,000th  of  our 
annual  budget.  WII  you  join  me  to  make  San  Francisco  a participatory  budgeting  leader 
in  the  United  States?  (Supervisor  Chiu,  District  3) 

3.  A small  area  of  the  Oceanview,  Merced  Heights,  and  Ingleside  (OMI)  neighborhood 
has  experienced  a high  level  of  gun  violence  and  a rash  of  homicides  over  the  past 
several  years,  mostly  affecting  African  American  men  in  the  Broad  Street  corridor.  In 
November,  OMI  residents  and  service  providers  held  a public  safety  town  hall  meeting 
attended  by  many  City  departments,  most  of  which  committed  to  stepping  up  their  work 
in  the  neighborhood. Earlier  this  year  after  a young  African  American  man  was  shot  at  the 
Minnie  and  Lovie  Ward  Recreation  Center  playground,  you  and  I spoke  directly  about 
creating  a violence  prevention  plan  specific  to  the  OMI  neighborhood  and  its  African 
American  community.  Thank  you  for  your  attention  to  this  matter.  Please  tell  us  the 
status  of  the  plan  to  bring  jobs  and  violence  prevention  and  intervention  resources  to  the 
OMI  to  address  the  crisis  of  gun  violence.

While  infrastructure  improvements  like 
widening  our  sidewalks  and  creating  bulb-outs  can  dramatically  alleviate  pedestrian 
congestion  issues,  these  improvements  are  expensive  and  resources  are  limited.  A less 
expensive  solution  is  to  improve  placement  of  street  furniture,  such  as  surface  utility 
boxes,  news  racks,  bus  shelters,  advertising  kiosks,  public  toilets  and  other  fixtures  on 
the  sidewalk,  which  individually  and  in  the  aggregate  impede  pedestrian  flow  and  restrict 
visibility  of  pedestrians  at  corners.  With  so  many  pieces  of  sidewalk  furniture  competing 
for  scarce  sidewalk  real  estate,  how  will  you  work  with  the  various  Departments  that 
authorize  placement  of  these  items  to  ensure  that  we  are  doing  everything  we  can  to 
create  safe  and  comfortable  sidewalks  along  our  busy  streets?  How  will  you  ensure  that 
the  City  is  doing  everything  that  it  can  to  fix  existing  sidewalk  bottlenecks  and  hazardous 
pedestrian  visibility  conditions  and  ensure  that  we  do  not  create  new  ones?  How  will 
your  Pedestrian  Strategy,  including  the  5 miles  per  year  program,  address  this  problem?

[Formal  Policy  Discussions  - June  11,  2013] 

Pursuant  to  Charter  Sections  2.103  and  3.100(7),  and  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.11, 
the  Mayor  shall  answer  the  following  eligible  questions  submitted  by  the  Supervisors 
representing  Districts  1,  3,  9,  and  11.  The  Mayor  may  address  the  Board  initially  for  up  to 
five  minutes.  Discussion  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  per  Supervisor. 

1 .  As  part  of  our  state's  efforts  to  curb  greenhouse  gases  by  15%  by  2040,  California, 
under  SB  375,  requires  that  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  create  land-use  and 
transportation  based  "Sustainable  Communities  Strategies"  to  meet  this  goal.  The 
Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  and  MTC  are  developing  a plan  called  Plan  Bay 
Area  to  comply  with  this  mandate. 

The  Plan  requires  that  most  of  the  additional  2.1  million  people  projected  to  live  in  the 
Bay  Area  by  2040  be  housed  near  transit  and  jobs  to  discourage  the  use  of  cars  as  their 
primary  means  of  commuting.  San  Francisco  would  build  92,400  more  housing  units  for 
280,000  more  people  and  190,000  more  jobs,  most  in  the  high  tech  sector. 

SB  375  also  calls  for  streamlining  the  CEQA  process  for  “Transit  Priority  Projects." 
Potentially,  the  entire  city  of  San  Francisco  would  be  eligible  for  CEQA  exemption.  This 
proposed  reduction  in  scrutiny  of  development  projects  could  further  exacerbate  those 
displacement  impacts  to  existing  communities. 

Upwards  of  33%  of  people  living  in  communities  of  concern  in  San  Francisco,  areas  with 
high  numbers  of  renters,  low  income  households,  and  non-English-speakers,  could  be 
displaced.  Over  40  local  and  regional  environmental  and  community  advocacy  groups 
oppose  the  current  draft  Plan. 

A consensus  has  formed  around  the  following  recommendations  for  making  Plan  Bay 
Area  better: 

Provide  $3  billion  in  additional  operating  revenue  for  local  transit  service  and  commit 
to  a long-range  “Regional  Transit  Operating  Program”  to  boost  transit  operating 
subsidies  by  another  $9  billion  over  the  coming  years.

Rent  Jungle,  estimates  that  as  of  May  2013,  the  average 
rent  for  a one-bedroom  apartment  in  San  Francisco  is  $2547,  and  the  average  rent  for  a 
two-bedroom  apartment  is  $3206  Using  the  accepted  standard  that  you  should  not 
spend  more  than  30%  of  your  income  on  housing,  this  means  a household  salary  of

The  Board 
luis  sex  eral  standing  committees  where  ordinances  and  resolutions  are  the  subject  of  hearings  at 
which  memK*rs  of  the  public  are  urged  to  testify.  The  full  Board  does  not  hold  a second  public 
hearing  on  measures  w hich  have  been  heard  in  committee. 

Board  procedures  do  not  permit:  1)  persons  in  the  audience  to  vocally  express  support  or  opposition 
to  statements  by  Superv  isors  or  by  other  persons  testifying;  2)  ringing  and  use  of  cell  phones,  pagers, 
and  similar  sound-producing  electronic  devices;  3)  bringing  in  or  displaying  signs  in  the  meeting 
rwm;  and  4)  standing  in  the  meeting  room. 

Fach  member  of  the  public  will  be  allotted  the  same  maximum  number  of  minutes  to  speak  as  set  by 
the  President  or  Chair  at  the  beginning  of  each  item  or  public  comment,  excluding  City 
representatives,  except  that  public  speakers  using  translation  assistance  will  be  allowed  to  testify  for 
tw  ice  the  amount  of  the  public  testimony  time  limit.  If  simultaneous  translation  services  are  used, 
speakers  will  be  governed  by  the  public  testimony  time  limit  applied  to  speakers  not  requesting 
translation  assistance.  Members  of  the  public  who  want  a document  placed  on  the  overhead  for 
display  should  clearly  state  such  and  subsequently  remove  the  document  when  they  want  the  screen 
to  return  to  live  coverage  of  the  meeting. 

IMPORTANT  INFORMATION:  The  public  is  encouraged  to  testify  at  Committee  meetings.  Persons 
unable  to  attend  the  meeting  may  submit  to  the  City,  by  the  time  the  proceedings  begin,  written 
comments  regarding  the  agenda  items  above.
